That’s about as good as any word

found department, and anyone who 
has lost a gear for a machine will 
undoubtedly be able to find it here. 

But the main point is that we did 
get it all in. A lot of people worried 
about it, but they worried in vain. 
We did get it in. Perey Dole would 
arrive with one load, and wed 
spend a good part of the night 
moving that out of the way so that 
he could put another load in. It’s 
good we have a high ceiling—some 
of those piles went pretty much up 
in the air. 

We've converted the ground floor 
of the big barn in the rear of our 
building into a room for our large 
stock of paper. The upstairs room 
has taken all the cabinets in which 
cuts, standing type forms, ete., 
which aren’t frequently used, have 
been stored, so that the main floor 
is now occupied only by equipment 
which is in pretty much constant 
operation. The new book-binding 
department is down the office end 
of the shop. , 

And a lot of work is coming in to 
Andover. That we like most of all, 
because it gives you a good feeling 
to see’ work coming into your own 
town. We still have people, of 


course, wlo want to know if we 
print anything else besides The 
Townsman, which represents only 
about ten percent of our business. 
For instance, we print one maga- 
zine that requires 18,000 copies 
eight months a year, another that 
has 7,000 copies every month. We 


have an order here now for 100,000 
billheads for a big out-of-town store, 
and another for printing 250,000 
six-bottle canvas bags for one of 
the cola concerns. So, you see we 
do print other things besides The 
Townsman, and now with this ad- 
ditional equipment from The Law- 
rence Bindery we’ll be able to bring 
more and more to Andover. 

We're grateful, very grateful, to 
the many who have exhibited pa- 
tience with us the last few weeks 
while we've been discombobulated. 
The compositors here in the shop 
became so bewildered when they 
tried to move around their cus- 
tomary alleys only to find them 
blocked by incoming equipment that 
they rigged up “Detour” signs all 
over the place. It’s been like a de- 
tour—a heck of a mess for a while, 
tough going, but there’s a smoother 
road being built—and we'll be able 
to give you excellent printing and 
excellent service when we're all 
finished here.
